RUSSIAN BARBARITY. 

Five huasars of the Imperial Guard, 
charged witli aspassinating a sergeant 
of their squadron, were recently court- 
rnartialed in St. Petersburg:. During 
the proceedings il came out in evidence 
that the mui'dercil inan,in obedience to 
i^jrderafircceived by him froni bia aupor- 
ior' officer, Prince Chowansky, Lad tor- 
tured the men under his conmmnd with 
the most revolting barbarity, lie was 
wont to drive them, barefooted, about a 
barrack yard bestrewn with sharp Hints 
and then to steep theU' wounds in pe- 
troleum. Other torments of an alto- 
gether indescribable character wore in- 
flicted upon his victims by this heart- 
less miscreant. Prince Ciiowansky, 
Rxarained by tho court v.-ith respect to 
his iustrurarntality in these horrors, 
unhesitatingly avowed that tho^' had 
been perpetrated by his order, and had 
the audacity to add' that "nobody but a 
person utterly ignorant of military 
matters could oxperieuco any surprise 
at his method of dealing with insubor- 
dinate soldiers." His regimental com- 
rades took occasion to disavow tins 
amazing assertion publicly. Tho court 
acquitted the accused from the charge 
of murder iihd tho colonel of the regi- 
ment, Baron Mkyexdoukf, forthwith 
resigned his commission. CnowAXSKV 
has been placed under arrest and will 
be shortly tried for inciting his aiibor- 
dinato officer maliciously to wound and 
mutilate the soldiers of tho Cx&t.

To THK Editok. — A littlci over a 
year a^o a loiter a])pearod in your 
columns from this place signed "Par- 
ent" drawing public attention to the 
unusual course pursued by the trustees 
of thi'? district in selecting a second 
class grade B certificated teacher as 
principal in tho boys' department of 
our public school. The only reply to 
that letter, so far as I have seen, was 
an editorial notice in tho Free Press 
(whoso editor is one of the tru-steos) to 
the effect that the question raised by 
"iParent," like all other questions, had 
two sides to it. 

Wo have waited patiently for tho 
U'ustees to e.-cplain their side of the 
question, and wo aro still curious to as- 
certain what extraordinary prcte-xts 
could be advanoed by them to justify a 
degradation of our public school never 
contemj)lated either by tho government 
or legislature, as evidenced by the esti- 
mates. This ]jubli8-si)irited editor and 
his colltagues, not having favored us 
with any further light on their side, 
we are forced to the conclusion that 
the question is a triangular one. "Par- 
ent" and those who think with him 
maintain that tho action of the trus- 
tees is directly at variance with tho ro- 
commendation of the superintendent of 
education, as set forth in his report for 
I 1879, page^ 238. ; In reviewing the re- 
(^ulations for teachers' salaries adopted 
by the lato board of education in 1874 
he says: "It will bo observed that in 
this scale there is not even a hint at 
tho grade of the teachers' certificates, 
although that is the basis upon which 
salaries aro granted in every other 
country having a system of public edu- 
cationjV and oa;page 239 he publishes 
bis proposed c'ertificates with qualifica- 
tion,, duration and salaries. The grade 
and salaries are as follows: 

Tblrd clou, grade B, loJary $10 per luoritti 

" " A, " 45 

Swond class, grade li, " 62.00 " 

" ' A, " CO •• 

Tint clMo.gradc, B, " 70 ••

Let us now see how ho has enforced 
conformity with his recommendations. 
Take Nanaimo, for instance: Princi- 
pal boy a department, second class grade 
B, 890 per month. South Saanich, 
life certiQcated teacher, B A, §70 
per month. North Saanicli, life cer- 
tificated teacher, AI A, 60 per month. 

Such an unjust discropanoy between 
the low grade principalatNanaimo and 
the high p;rade teacher at Saanich is 
beyond comprehension. 

It may bo urged, perhaps with some 
legal force, that the supcrintendant has 
never been authorized by the legisla- 
ture to carry his recommendations into 
effect. Of course that rests with him- 
self and the provincial secretary to ex- 
plain. Assuming as we do that ho is 
the chief executive officer of the..H6du- 
cational department or at least its ad 
viaory head, it is to some of us in- 
explicable that he should allow (that 
is, if he has the power to prevent)a fow 
wirepulling trustees, (simply because 
they happen to ho supporters of tho 
government) to deliberately trample 
bis recommendations under their feet, 
debase the district which they live, 
by lowering its educational facil- 
ities almost to the level of their own 
intellects, and at tho same time allow 
them to grab (approximate is too dig- 
nified a term) the highont salary in tho 
schedule, while Saanich is deprived of 
the salaries that properly should attach 
to its more highly certificated teach- 
ers, secured by their more enlightened 
trustee boards. Let us have the other 
side, gentlemen, or both the other sides, 
if you please, In this communication 
I don't wish to he understood as re- 
flecting ija'Bpy. degree upon the. person- 
al character of the teacher. On the 
contrary, the young man has been 
placed in a false position, as much so as 
a two-year old apprentice would be if 
placed "in charge of the Albion Iron 
Works. Tho motives, tho motives! for

The Sydney .Vfiw says: So far as 
Australialicrself i.s concerned we do not 
think that federation is over likely to 
bo consummated as an abstract or 
merely a sentimental measure. If over 
it is brought about it will bo the growth 
of years, unless some common danger 
from without should precipitate it. 
There is, however, one matter which 
concernseachcolony deeply and is of in- 
finitely greater importance than either 
a customs union or even federation it- 
self. That subject is tho raising of 200,- 
000 square miles of forest in the tree- 
less central regions in order primarily 
to ameliorate the climate, and finally 
to change the whole insular continent 
from tho poorest to the richest throe 
millions of square miles in one block on 
the globe. With tho forest vegetation 
central Australia would bo rendered ns 
productive as the choice.st spots on the 
coast. 

The Sydney Herald of I,)eceinlier IJlst 
says : Tlie second session of the tenth 
parliament closed Tuesday, December 
20th. Both houses mot about halfpast 
eleven o'clock. Several formal matters 
wore disposed of and u\ the legislative 
as.senibly tho ^'overnment withdrew all 
tlieir busindss yet remaining. His Ex- 
cellency then delivered the closing ad- 
dre.s.s. The session just closed com- 
raonciHl on July 5th and closed Decem- 
ber 20th, during which time the as- 
sembly sat on ninety-seven occasions. 

Sir Joshua Bell, while driving in 
Queen street, Bri.sbane, December 20tli, 
took a fit and was carried into a chem- 
ist's shop. Dr. Rondle attendcti him 
iiiiinodiately, but found that ho wa.s 
dead. A fow days ago Sir Joshua was 
in Sydney in apparent good health. 
Sir Joshua entered tho parliament of 
Queensland in tho year 1863 ns mem- 
ber from Dalby. In 1871 he accepted 
the position of colonial treasurer in the 
Palmer ministry. IIo remained in the 
assembly until 1S79, when ho was ele- 
vated to tho position of president of 
the legislative council. During the 
temporary absence of Sir Arthur Ken- 
nedy, governor of Queensland, in Eng- 
land, it became his duty to a.ssume the 
position of acting governor.

A Formov "Victorian Asoonds a Sa- 
cred Mountain in ITow Zealand. 

The Hawke's Bay (New Zealand)//cra/rf 
states that Sir. D. IVIanson, a Canadian 
tourist, who forjnerly reaideil in Victoria, 
has just performed the feat of climbing 
tho sacred mountain of Tongariro. Ho 
at first experienced great difliculty from 
the natives, who demanded £100 before 
allowing him to ascend tho mountain, but 
they eventually accepted £10, inclusive of 
the charge for two guides, whom he was 
compelled toemployatTokano. On making 
the ascent when at an altitude of 2500 feet 
it rained heavily and was blowing a heavy 
gale from the southwest. On reaching a 
furthor altitude of 5000 feet a violent 
hailstorm was experienced, and at 7000 
feet it snowed heavily, and at tho sumo 
time the wind was so violent that tho 
party were compelled to throw them- 
selves on the snow so as to prevent their 
being blown off their foot. Mr. Manson 
describes tho crater as being about three- 
quarters of a mile in circumference, with 
a cave in the centre which was continuoUy 
throwing boiling mud to tho height of 
about 500 foot. The inside of tho crater 
was studded with numerous blow-holes, 
and a slight tremor of tlie ground was oc- 
casionally felt. .-Xs it was too lato to re- 
turn Mr. Manson wa.s compelled to re- 
main on tho mountain 'all night without 
food or blankets and with very little 
clothing. The cold was intense, the 
thermometer registering aover.il degrees 
below zero. About 2 a. in. the wind 
abated and the moon rose when a really 
magnificent sight was wilnessed by Sir. 
Manson and tho guides. The upheaval 
of mud in the crater and tho hissing 
noises all about are described by tho party 
as being tho most weird-like tliat could 
be imagined. At daylight Mount Egmont 
could be plainly seen .snnw capped, Tho 
ascent anil descent with the time iMr. 
Manson spi.-nt in the ci-ater occipied 
21 hour.s. He has already made the as- 
cent of the principal mountains in the 
world, including Kilaucn in tho Sandwich 
Islands, and he says that Tongariro far 
surpasses anything he h.is y(^t seen in its 
grandness and weirdlike formation. This 
is the first occ.ision nn which the natives, 
who are principally Kingilies, have given 
leave to any pakeha t(j ascend the moun- 
tain, which thej' have always n"_;ai-ih'd as 
sacred.

Tho Lost Tribos Probably Thoro. 

In view of Coramauder Ohcyne'a en- 
deavor to interest the people of Canada 
in tho work of Polar exploration ami 
h'lH opinion.s regarding the oxi.stenco of 
a .siilcndiJ country beyond the region 
of ico, the following letter written in 
.^nn^ rranciscb ou " the subject of 
Symme.s' Theory cannot fail to be in- 
teresting. First it may be well to re- 
mark that some si.xty years ago C!ap- 
tain John Clove Synimes, of Newport, 
Ky., ])ronuilgated a theory of tho earth, 
in which he claimed that the earth was 
globular, hollow, and ojien at the pole.i. 
Tho novelty of his idea caused hi.s 
theory to bo ridiculed and stigmatized 
as " Symmns' Hole." In opposition to 
the Newtonian doctrines ho nmintaincd 
tho theory of concentric sjihorcs with 
regard not only to tho earth, but also 
all other planet.s. The San Francisco 
correspondent calls renewed nttontion 
to Symnie.s' theory, saying : — 

" I will state in brief some of tho 
main ])oints of his doctrine as 1 undcr- 
.itaiul thoni to have been promulgated 
by biin in his later year.s. lie died in 
1829. His principal lectures, it ia 
.said, were delivered during tho winter 
of 1826-7, before the faculty and stu- 
dents of Union Collcgo, nnd it is said 
thoy coniiniuuii'd the profound atten- 
tion of the learned and vpiioiable Doc- 
tor.s Nott nml W'aylniul. IL; claimed 
that the earth was globular, hollow, and 
open at the jioles, that the diameter of 
tho northern opening was about 2,000 
miles, or 4,000 from outside to outside, 
nnd llmt the southern opening was 
Bomewiiat larger, and that the planes 
of those openings are parallel to each 
other ; but that they form an angle of 
twelve degrees with the equator, and 
that the highest point of tho northern 
plane is directly opposite the lowest 
point of the southern plane. Ho claim- 
«l that 

Tin: snKLL or tiik k.vutii 
i.-. about 1,000 miles thick, and that 
the edges of tho shell of the openings, 
called verges, measure, from the regu 
lar concavity within to the regular 
eoiivfxitv without, about 1,000 miles, 
the verges occupying ti.vonty-(ive (leg. 
delineated on a nmp, only the outside 
half of tho verges would show. All tho 
polar regions of tiie present maps 
would bo out of sight. I need not go 
into all tlio scientiGc details to prove 
the truth of Syinmes' theory, but will 
cite from some Arctic explorers facts 
and statements that tend to establish 
tlio plausibility and the truth of the 
Hanie, Travellor.s state that the In- 
dians in latitude 00^ north are in tho 
regular habit of migrating north or 
north-west on the approach of winter 
to seek a milder climate and desirable 
winter quarters. Tiio great Yukon 
river is on the verge of the northern 
opening, and its mouth is much warm- 
er than it is GOO miles up stream. In 
high latitudes the inIiabitant3]conimon- 
ly speak of the .south as being colder, 
and

at tho approach of winter, to .seek a 
warmer climate. Captain Ross in high 
latitudes speak.s of the Arctic soa as 
calm and clear of ice, while all the 
soutli was a wide belt of ice, and that 
currents of air from the north were 
warm and melted the ice. Captain 
Parry makes frequent mention of warm 
currents of air coming from the north 
and north-east, which doubtles.s came 
from the interior of the earth. Dr. 
Kane also claims that in tho far north 
the climate is warmer. All Arctic ex- 
plorers state that abovo and beyond 68 
(leg. to 70 dog. north latitude thoro is a 
milder climate than at a lower degree 
Largo herds of dcer,Jwhite bear, foxes, 
and other animals are in tho habit of 
migrating north in all high latitudes 
on the approach of winter. Tho.se that 
live on the northern side of the verge 
go north, and those on tho southern 
side travel soutli in winter. When 
there is a warm winter in England it 
is unusually cold in Spitzbergen, bo- 
cause the winds passing over the ice- 
bound verge fall on Spitzbergen cold 



warm climate in the Arctic regions is 
the fact that the wild geese at tho lati- 
tude of 82", where Dr. Kane wintered, 
were seen flying north at the approach 
of winter, .ind in the spring were seen 
to return with their young, and look- 
ing fat and sleek.- They must have 
passed the winter in some warm region 
where the grass grows to subsist upon. 
The nest of the grey goose has never 
yet been found by man, and it must 
be in some region in tho far northern 
extremities of Greenland, or in some 
country still beyond it, where there is 
a tropical climate, a very paradise for 
the feathered creation. Common reason 
tells us that such must be the case. 
Some of Dr. Kane's crew in hia arctic 
explorations travelled in sledges drawn 
by dogs to a very high latitude, and 
discovered an open sea full o£ birds and 
feathered creatures. The water was 
warm, and waves were roiling as 
though they came a longdistance and 
over an extensive sea. I need not 
dwell further on these points ; the an- 
cient idea that the poles of tlio earth 
are snow- and ice^oapped is- antiquated 
and unworthy of belief under the 
lights of mo(iern science and Arctic 
travel and ex[)lorationH. We talk of 
Columbus having discovered a new 
world when he found the West Indies 
nnd America, but what should we .say 
if DeLong penetrated the ice belt of 
tho North and found ft new country, 
and perchance a new people inhabiting 
chat country ; and who knows but

are hid away behind that ice wall of 
the impenetrable north. A [)oopk! 
may be there, with .splendid cities, 
more civilized and enlightened tlian we. 
Thoy may have a mom beautiful coun- 
try than we. They may have a highly 
cultivated hind, finer road.s, better 
houses, iimguificent slii|)s, and all that 
belits a more enlightened people Or 
perchance the country is uninluibitcd 
by humanity, butis afar superior locali- 
ty for man than on the outside of this 
mundane .sphere. The all-wise Being 
may have reserved it for the settle- 
ment upon by man in this nineteenth 
century, when he is somewhat 
elevated by the variouH agencies 
of civilization and education. There 
may be on that other side wide soas, 
grand rivers, noble inland lakes, wond- 
rous mountains, vast areas of fertile, 
productive land, and the inner earth 
may produce spontaneously all tho food 
necessary for man's substance and 
pleasure. Sickness and difiease may be 
unknown in that superior clime. Or 
that inner land may be the abode of 
huge and terrific monsters that inhabit 
the land and water and fly through tho 
air. In tho prehistoric ages (ho out- 
side surface of this earth whicli wc now 
inhabit was tho abode of animals and 
fish, and birds of gigantic size. In that 
inner surface of the earth the animal 
and vegetable life may be of enormous 
proportions — far greater than . that 
geology brings to light.

It is certain that far to tho north of 
the frozen regions of the verge there is 
a milder climate and an open sea. And 
recent explorers nil testify that such is 
the fact, for they have gone where it is 
warm and where the water is not 
frozen. Captain l.ioss states that in 
the polar regions thn horizon from 
north to south is very limited, but that 
east and west it is greatly extended. 
The apex of the verge is in Lapland, 
about 68° north; in the Fox islands, 
56° north; in the Ural mountains, 58" 
north, nnd extends through the south 
part of Kainschtka. On the north side 
of the island of Spitzbergen there aro 
lodged vast ([uantities of drift timber 
of (lilTercnt species from any known to 
naturalists, and many plants have been 
found drifted there that are entirely 
unknown to botanists. They are of 
tropical growth, but could not have 
floated from equatorial regions. The 
distance is too great and the gravity of 
the plants would not have allowed 
them to drift BO far. They must have 
come from some warm region to the 
north. Besides, the currents of the 
ocean there are from the north, and, 
consequently, tho drift could have come 
from nowhere else.
